NATIONALITY PERSONNEL EMPLOYED BY INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AS 
'INTERNATIONAL MEMBERS" DULY ACCREDITED TO THE GOC AND BEARERS OF 
OFFICIAL VISAS, MAY NOT PERFORM WORK FOR WHICH THEY RECEIVE COMPENSA- 
TION. IN ORDER TO ACCEPT PAID EMPLOYMENT, THEY WOULD HAVE TO GIVE UP 
OFFICIAL VISA AND OBTAIN RESIDENT VISA, THUS LOSING ALL IMMUNITIES 
OTHERWISE GRANTED TO THEM.
